ON A SIGNAL 
FROM A SATELLITE 

Protedlon from earthquakes 
of passenger trains on Japanese 
rapid railway lines Is a serious 
problem for the country, where 
earih tremors are well nigh an 
everyday occurrence. The Japa- 
nese think they can solve this 
problem ihrough tiro use of a 
new communications satellite, 
Sacura-2A. A project, designed 
by the slate-owned railways, 
provides for the transmission lo 
the satellite of danger signals 
from the ground-based seismic 
stations. In Its turn, tho Sacura 
will transmit special signals 
onto electronic devices all along 
the Slnkansen railway line and 
on those tracts where the earth- 
quake may threaten Ihe trains, 
which travel at speeds above 
200. km/h. A danger signal wIU 
automatically cut off the elect- 
ricity, which will activate 
emergency brakes.

46 quays will handle 60 million 
tonnes of cargo u year. Its faci- 


lities will stretch along 12 kilo- 
metres of shoreline. The port's 
equipment includes a closed- 
drcult TV system, and a 
powerful computer control sys- 
tem. Its Rudnaya railway sta- 
tion and numerous motor 
roads will make it a smoothly 
run facility, far surpassing all 
similar ports currently In ope- 
ration.

Exploration voyage by the Soviet ships 


Soviet oceanographic explora- 
tion vessels, "Admiral Vladimir- 
iky" and "Faddel Bellingshau- 
sen", have completed their An- 
tarctic exploration. 

The expedition Is dedicated 
to the memory of the first ex- 
plorers of the sixth continent, 
the crews of the stoops, “The 
Vostok" end “The Mirny". A 
number of memorial approaches 
has been carried out to the 
points from which Belling- 
shausen and Lazarev first 
sighted Antarctica. 

The ships ley to abeam the 
island which the discoverers of 
Antarctica had named after the 
founder of the Russian Regular. 
Navy, Peter I. The expedition's 
landing was hindered by pack 
Ice, and a helicopter was uied 
to take ashore a group of scient- 
ists who left memorial ■ marks 
there with a capsule containing 
a text saying mat the Soviet 
seamen dearly cherish tho 
memories of their predecessors. 


The Soviet Union Is taking an 
active part In the peaceful ex- 
ploration of Antarctica, as ta 
borne out by tho round-the- 
world voyage made by the 
Black Sea seamen. 

The expedition has done much 
work to put the precise location 
of the southern magnetic pole 
on the map. They have cor- 
rected sea charts and sailing 
directions, and • explored the 
relief of the sea bottom In 
places where there are sudden 
shifts in the depth of the ocean. 
They also have examined tha 
soils and currents, as well as the 
"behaviour" of Ice sheets, routes 
for Iceberg movement!, the pro- 
perties of sea -water, and other 
things,
